What 1 wrote about was Post Mortem. You have my only zeros of it, meaning that 
I can lay ay hands on. Jins McKinley gave me to understand some time ago that the 
ultimate decision on it was negative, 

I believe that I told you in Pebrary it was ray only spare copy. I have others 
out of sy possession merely as precautions. 

It is dangerous to handle the master copy because corrections can fall off. Thus 
I have no xeroses of the (slightly) edited and condensed first two tarts. With the 
last part I can’t run the risk of making other xeroxes and, frankly, can’t afford it. 

X have needed the copy Playboy has had for a half year for a couple of heaths. 

For about four months I spoke to nobody about it. Once it be cans clear that Playboy 
had no Interest I did make other efforts. In the past month alone I have needed that 
copy three times. Each of the three publications that are interested know the offer 
is not exclusive, But I had no copy to give any one. In two cases someone came here 
and I showed a few of the documents. I await siSswera based on. this alone, which is 
one hell of a way to try to sell ancillary rights. 

I did phone you three times. The first two there m.3 no callback, The third I 
spoke to your assistant and explained the need. 

While I would much prefer not to have to face the conflict, when I have to decide 
between selfish, financial interest and what I regard as higher obligations I have no 
touble. I do what I think a man must. In this case it means that because of all that 
is now going os. and all that I can for&ee I will print this book myself. I don’t 
relish increasing my debt when I am 62 and have no regular income but I believe I 
must do this. With the other things X also must do I can t be certain of when I can 
have Post Mortem printed but I have made prin ting arrangements and with no as* emer- 
gencies I expect to have copies in about two months. If there are delays I do not 
think it will stretch to three months. ^isXs means that should Playboy change its 
mind it will not be able to print before X will. 

Meeting the need I perceive means more to m than money. She attention from an- 
cillary rights is another matter. Losing that I regret. X also regret that this long 
delay and total lack of communication of any kind has foreclosed me from other maga- 
zines, unless one will consider po3t=prlnting rights. 

There remains several newspaper possibilities . At least one of these is osmsidsr- 
ing paying the printer's bill for the advance rights. So, I would appreciate it if 
you would now, promptly, get that copy bads. When your assistant promised to send 
it promptly X had expected her to do this and I had mads arrangements for one to 
come hare and read it. 

Jim has told me of an alternative project that is being considered. While I’d 
have beau happier if Playboy considered both I believe I can ba of considerable help 
with it. If Playboy wants this it will have to be on a different wi -a. 



In a bureaucracy like yours there is no way for you to learn of this separately 
but seven or eight years ago I was ta* asked to help on another nrSect. 
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Jim: TJnder date of 7/14 he sent me the 
copy of W IV with a letter less than 
two lines long. Can one but wonder how 
there remains a corporate eye sharp 
enough to see skin?
